The democratic sen- 
ators are firm and unanimous in supportof the 
president’s position on this question. Atl the 
republicans will not support Platt in his effort 
to abolish secret sessions, and he will ke 
beaten.

THE EDUCATIONAL BILL. 


Senator Morgan Speaks Violently Against 
the Blair Bill. 


WASHINGTON, February 11.—In the senate 
today, after the disposal of the routine morn- 
ing business, Mr. Edmunds said, as one im- 

rtant- committee of the senate had to go to 
Kew York today, and other important com- 
mittees had considerable work to do, he be- 
lieved the public business would be best sub- 
served by the adjournment of the senate from 
this afternoon until Monday.

THE SILVER DEBATE. 

Mr. Teller submitted an amendment to the 
Enstis resolution of inquiry regarding the re- 
fusal of the assistant treasurer at New (Orleans 
totsene silver certificates in exchange for sil- 
ver dollars.

then angry, then to dispute and then to divide, 
man from man, section from sectin, church 
from church and state from state, until they 
stood in armed array, millions opposed to mil- 
lions, until the rich tide of fraternal blood 
that soaked the earth seemed to intoxicate the 
continent, and made it drunk with the wild 
frenzy of war. These brethren of this noble 
race, whose power in war is made thrice illus- 
trious by their reunited powers in council to 
discuss and reason and to act for the general 
welfare, are here today, and are debating 
in harmonious council whether they will recog- 
nize that there are limits and boundaries on 
their powers as lawmakers, or whether they 
will again declare their unrestricted right to 
decree what will promote the general welfare. 
For my part, I feel grateful that I have the 
opportunity to declare boldly and firmly for 
the faith handed down from the fathers.”’ He

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THE FITZ JOHN PORTER BILL. 


It Comes Up in the House for Debate— 
The Speeches. 

WASHINGTON, February 11.—In the house 
Mr. Reed, of Maine, offered a resolution modi- 
fying the order making Fitz John Porter the 
continuing special order from today until next 
Thursday, so as to provide that the bill shall 
pot be considered until after the second mort 
ing hour on each day. 

Mr. Randall endeavored to havethe order 
further amended, so that the previous question 
should be ordered on Tuesday instead of 
Thursday, but he was unsuccessful, and Mr, 
Reed’s resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Bingham, of Pennsylvania, asked leave 
to introduce a bill granting a pension of $2,000 
perannum to the widow of General W. S. 
Hancock. 

Mr. Beach, of New York, objected. 

Mr. Weliborn, of Texas, from the committee 
on Indian affairs, reported the Indian appro- 
priation bill and it was referred to the commit- 
tee of the whole. 

Inthe second morning hour Mr. Adams, ot 
Illinois, on behalf of the committee on bank- 
ing and currency, called up the bili to enable 
the National banking association to increase 
their capital stock, and to change their names 
or locations. The bill was criticised by Mr. 
Beach, of New York, because of the excessive 
verbiage, and by Mr. Anderson, of Kansas, 
Mr. Reagan, of Texas, and Mr. Weaver, of 
lowa, upon the general ground that it confer- 
red increased power upon the national banks. 
The bill was passed, yeas, 129; nays, 120. 

Mr. Adams entered a motion to reconsider 
and to lay that motion on the table, but the 
morning hour having expired final action was 
not taken. 

The house then, at 2 o’clock, went into com- 
mittee of the whole on the Fitz John Porter 


The debate was opened by Mr. Haynes, ot 
New Hampshire, in support of the bill. Noth- 
ing new, he thought, could be brought forth 
in the discussion. The same old evidence, so 
often sifted, was all that was in the case now. 
No witnesses could be summoned who would 
not be recognized as old acquaintances. He 
cculd, therefore, only lay down a few general 
propositions in support of his views. He 
contended that the commanding officer 
ata distance from his superior, must have 
some discretion in obeying the orders of that 
superior. The commander ofan isolated corps, 
who would involve his command in destrue- 
tion, in blind obedience to the orders ofa dis- 
tant superior would be properly branded as 
incompetent and unworthy. In his action 
Porter had fulfilled the military requirements 
of the situation, whatever the condition of his 
troops might have been, the condition of the 
road on the night had been such that no 
experienced offieer would have placed his 
force of 9000 men upon that road. 

Mr. Haynes said it had been his fortune to 
bave been a member of the first union regi- 
ment that had passed over the road between 
Warrenton and Bristoe station, and he remem- 
bered itasa very ordinary country road in 
very bad condition and repair. No man could 
tell him that it was a broad, spacious turnpike 
where troops could march in unbroken file, 
for he knew to the contrary. He had been 
on the picket line on the night of August 27, 
and the yankee picket in front of Stonewall 
Jackson had a pretty keen eye; and he could 
bear testimony to the Egyptian darkness 
of the night. Knowing from 
personal experience the condition of 
the night, he could arrive at but one conclua- 
sioun—thbat Porter acted with sound military 
judgment in delaying his march. The fact that 
Porter had avoided the blunder by the exercise 
of discretion, for which he should have been 
thanked and applauded, had been made one of 
the points upon which he had been tried, con- 
victed, cashiered and disgraced. He (Haynes) 
refused to sign the verdict. He had no per- 
sonal prejudice to bias his judgment in the 
matter. The strongest prejudice which he had 
ever entertained had been against Porter, but 
it had disappeared when he proceeded to ex- 
amine the case. He did not share in the esti- 
mate of Pope entertained by many of Porter's 
friends, but he believed that if any other of 
Poye’s generals had been in _ Porter’s 
place, and had acted as Porter had acted, 
there would never have been a court martial, 
and no union general of that campaign would 
bave suffered for more than twenty years a 
stigma worse than death. It had been Porter’s 
disrespectful and inexcusable allusions to Pove 
that had singled him out as an object of suspi- 
cion and 2s an object of revenge. Porter had 
been one of the growlers, and his punishment 
bad been out of all proportion to his offence. 

Mr. Bragg said that he had marched on that 
night on a clear open turnpike. but it had be- 
come so dark that he had been compelled to 
bivoauc by the roadside, and had been unable 
to form a line of tent. 

Mr. Steele remembered that the gentleman 
bad bad a good deal of unpleasautness that 
evening. The gentleman had found it very 
inconvenient for his health and that of his 
commapd. Jackson had struck the gentleman 
that night. 
~ Mr. replied that he had not met Jack- 

that night, 
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On the might of the 23th 


he bad participated in the battle, when he was 
attempting to obey one of Pope’s orders to at- 
tack Jackson, who had 15,000 men at Centre- 
ville. Thecommand had taken the road to 
Centreville, and in less than twenty minutes 
it had struck Jackson with six regiments, 
and the whole army of Virginia had heard the 
firing and left him to fight that battle with a 
— that was sixteen miles away. [Laugh- 
ter. 

Mr. Steele said there had been gallant fight- 
ing that night, but it had not deterred Jackson 
from marching hismen. He then went on to 
show the evidences of Porter’s dislike for Pope, 
and while he did not assert that Porter was 
disloyal to the country, there was no doubt 
that he was disloyal to Pope. 

A map of the scene of the 
operations in question, having been 
hung upon a support in the 
space in front of the speaker’s desk, Mr. Steele 
proceeded to point out with a cane the move- 
ments of the various commanders in order to 
settle the disputed point as to whether or not 
a battle had taken place on the 20th of August. 
Many of the members formed a semi-circle 
about him, and manifested great interest as he 
elucidated the points which led him to the con- 
clusion that a severe engagement had 
taken place on that date. Promi- 
nent among his auditors was Mr.’ Oates, of 
Alabama, who lost an arm in the engagements 
under discussion, and who frequently inter- 
1upted him with questions and suggestions, 
while Hugh Lewis, the doorkeeper, who 
also Icst an arm on this field. was deeply inter- 
ested as he heard the battles “fought over 
again,’ as Mr. Steele pointed out the positions 
of the contending forces. He read extracts 
from the evidence to substantiate his state- 
ments. Afterdwelling with great detail on 
the military operations ofthe 29th of August, 
Mr. Steele concluded his speech’as follows: 

If we have wars hereafter, they will be for our 
common country. Letus not say by our action 
that we want any man of Porter’s kind to command 
when the country’s safety isin danger. Let ussay 
to our sons and our sons’ sons, ‘when you receive 
an order, obey it, though it cost you your life.’ Let 
us Say to onr sons’ sons, ‘even without an order, if 
you hear the call of battle, move on to the succor 
of your companions, whether you like your com- 
mauding officer or not.’ ”’ Applause] 

Mr. Steele, of Indiana, opposed the bill, be- 
ginning with the question: “What in the 
thunder are we here for? Why are we discus- 
sing Fitz John Porter?’ He held that if it 
were admitted that Porter had not been dis- 
loyal to his country he had, at least, been dis- 
loyal to Pope, and hence his conviction was 
deserved. 

Mr. Bragg, of Wisconsin, defended Porter, 
and supported the bill. The speeches ofthese 
three gentlemen consumed the day’s session. 
At 4:45 p. m. the committee rose and the house 
adjourned. 
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A NEW CHINESE BILL. 


Senator Mitchell Points Out 
Relief. 

WASHINGTON, February 11.+Senator Mitch- 
ell, of Oregon today introduced a new anti- 
Chinese bill. . After reciting in the preamble 
that all the treaties which inhibit the United 
States from absolutely prohibiting the coming 
of Chinese to the United States are pernicious 
to the peace, domestic tranquility and general 
welfare of the United States, provides asa 
first section that all treaties between the 
United States government and the Chinese 
empire, in so far as they recognize or permit 
the coming of Chinese to the United States, 
and inhibit the government of the United 
States from absolutely prohibiting the coming 
of the Chinese to the United States, and all 
acts of congress which in any manner, orupon 
any conditions, recognize or permit the com- 
ing to the United States of the Chinese, are 
hereby abrogated, set aside and repealed. 
Section two provides that from and after the 
passage of this act, it shall be unlawfn! for 
any Chinese, whether subjects of 
China or otherwise, as well as 
those who are now within the limits 
of the United States, and who may hereafter 
leave the United States and attempt to return, 
excepting such as diplomatic representations 
including other officers of the Chinese or other 
goverr ments, travelling upon business of that 
government, together with their body and 
household servants, to come to, or within, or 
land at, or remain in any port or place 
within the United States. The 
coming of Chinese persons to the United States 
excepting those exempted in the above para- 
grapb, is absolutely prohibited after the pas- 
sage ofthe act. The section of the previous 
Chinese acts providing penalties for violations 
of their provisions are re-enacted as are also 
these providing safeguards against the Chinese 
unlawfully entering the country, with 
such slight changes as are made nec- 
essary by the provisions of the 
first twe sections of the bill, The provisions 
of the previous acts relative to the removal of 
the Chinese found to be unlawfully in this 
country are renewed, as is also the provision 
prohibiting the courts from admitting the Chi- 
nese to citizenship. All the terms, conditions, 
prohibitions and penalties of the act are made 
applicable to all the Chinese now in this coun- 
try who may at any time hereafter leave the 
United States, and also to those who have been 
in the United States and have already de- 
parted. 
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THE PAN-ELECTRIC SUITS. 


The Replies to the Inquiries of the House 
of the Department. 
WASHINGTON, February. 11.—Representative 
Gibson, chairman of the house committee on 
expenditures in the department of justice, has 
received replies from the secretary of the inte- 
rior and the attorney general to the resolution 
of the committee, asking what money had 
been expended by their departments in the 
Pan-Electric and Bell telephone cases. The 
reply of the secretary of the interior says $35 
for printing, etc., was the only money ex- 
pended in his department. Tho attorney gen- 
eral has been ex- 
department, but 
counsel have been retained for 
the prosecution of the government suit. No 
money has yet been paid these counsel. Their 
names have already been made public. The 
resolution under which the committee is act- 
ing simply directs it to find out what moneys 
bave been expended by the government in the 
telephone cases. The replies will be laid be- 
fore the committee at its meeting on Saturday 
next, and Mr. Gibson says he expects to be 
able to report to the house on Monday the re- 
port of the committee’s investigation. 


The Issue of Silver Certificates. 

WASHINGTON, February 11.—-The house 
committee on banking and currency today dis- 
cussed Mr. Reagan’s bill, providiug for the 
issue of silver certificates, corresponding in 
denominations to United States notes. The 
ohject of the bill is to provide for the issue of 
ore and two dollar certificates. Several 
changes of an unimportant character were 
suggested and discussed. The sentiment of 
the committee seemed to be strongly in favor 
of the passage of a measure of the natare of 
Mr. Reagan's bill, but no final action was taken 
at today’s meeting. 


Prohibiting: Chinese Immigration. 

WASHINGTON, February 11.—Among the 
bills introduced in the senatetoday was one by 
Mr. Mitchell, of Oregon, providing for the re- 
peal of all treaties permitting the coming of the 
Chinese to the United States, and prohibiting 
their coming except in case of diplomatic and 
official personages. At the request of Mr.

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COLQUITT’S CRUSADE 


AGAINST THE SALE OF LIQUOR IN 
WASHINGTON. 
a 
The Georgia Senator Steps to the Front as the 

of the Prohibition Forces in Con- 
onal Attacks on 
the Liquor Traffic—High License. 


WASHINGTON,February 11.—[{Special.]—Sen- 
ator Colquitt has come to the front as the lead- 
ing agitator of temperance reform in congress. 
Since the opening of the present session he 
has been industriously engaged in promoting 
the cause of prohibition in the public mind, 
and now his opinions on this question have 
been incorporated in a bill which congress is 
to adopt or reject. It is a bill to regulate 
the sale of liquor in this district. It is 
modeled after the local option law of Georgia, 
but its provisions are not so stringent. 
No inhibition is laid onthe sale of intoxica- 
ting liquors by druggists on prescription of 
physicians. Senator Colquitt has canvassed 
the question among his colleagues in the sen- 
ute and is assured of astrong support of his 
measure. 

The bill will be pressed in the house at the 
ssme time and is sure ofa strong backing in 
that body. While many of its firmest friends 
do not hope for its passage by this congress 
they feel that it is a movement in the right di- 
rection, and that the tide in its favor will in- 
sure its success in afew years, at the outside 
Jimit. 

Senator Colquitt has consulted with many 
leading citizens of the district of Columbia, who 
ure heartily in favor of his proposed bill. They 
think that if an election were ordered in the 
district on the liquor question, that, in spite of 
the fact that there are now over five hundred 
piaces in Washington and itssuburbs where 
intoxicating liquors are sold,

would win. On the other hand the liquor men 
are quite as confident of holding their own 
and scoff at the idea of prohibition in Wash- 
ington, even as a remote possibility. The ob- 
jection to Senator Colquitt’s bill, that it vio- 
lates the law, abolishing all elections in the 
Distriet of Columbia, is met by the argument 
that the present law is only a statute which 
would be avoided by the usual repealing clause 
at the end of every act. Elections have been 
held many times in the district and the pres- 
cnt form of its government is comparatively 
a new system. 

Senator Colquitt’s bill is not the only one on 
this question offered to the consideration of 
covgress. Senator Blair, of New Hampshire, 
bas a bill very much like it. He has been for 
several years trying to make an issue on this 
question, but his repeated efforts have not 
caused the sensation occasioned by Senator 
Colquitt’s first step as a national champion of 
lccal option. 

Besides bis bill looking to prohibition Sena- 
tor Biair bas already laid before the senate a 
bill, backed by a favorable report from the 
committee of education and labor. of which 
he is chairman, to provide for the study of the 
pature of alcoholic drinks and narcotics, and 
of their effects upon the human system, in 
connection with the several divisions of the 
sulject of physiology and hygiene, by the 
pupils in the public schools.of the territories 
and of the District of Columbia, and in the 
military and naval academies, and Indian and 
colored schools in the territories of the United 
States. 

Senator Jngalls, of Kansas, represents a pro- 
hibition sfate, but has not been understood as 
an earnest advocate of that theory. He has 
recently introduced a bill which is taken as an 
expression of his views on this question. It is 
to better regulate the sale of distilled and fer- 
mecuted liquors in the District of Columbia by 
a system of 

HIGH LICENSE. 

At present the liquor licenses in the district 
are 1idiculously low. Ordinary fbar-rooms pay 
only one hundred dollars a year. What is 
called a “pint license” is furnished for twenty- 
five dollars, Under this license a tremendous 
traflic in mean liquor is carried on in the dis- 
trict. The regular bars are fitted up in superb 
siyle, and most of them bring 
in rich incomes for their sleek 
proprietors. One block in _ this city is 
burdened with fifteen bar rooms. Senator In- 
galls wants the bar license raised from one 
bundred to five hundred dollars, and the “pint” 
license from twenty-five dollars to three hun- 
dred dollars. This bill is favored by many of 
the liquor dealers in Washington, who believe 
that high license would rid_ their 
business of much of the _ disrepute 
which is a constant threat at its extermination. 
The extreme champions of prohibition will 
have nothing to do with any high license 
movement, asthey regard it a temporizing 
with a moral evil for which there is no 
remedy but extermination. These ex- 
tremists, however, are comparatively 
few, and the outcome of the 
present agitation of the liquor question in 
Washington will probably be a high license 
system. While the temperance men are form- 
ing associations all over the city and are bring- 
ing to bear every influence they can command 
upon congress, the liquor Wealers are by no 
means idle. They, too, are organizing, and 
are adopting every conceivable measure for the 
protection of their interests. 

Senator Colquitt is freely discussed in Wash- 
ington asthe boldest prohibitionist, and the 
most influential one, who has yet appeared in 
congress. Before his recent agitation of this 
matter, all efforts in that direction 
were regarded as the expressions of 
Puritanical theories which would evaporate 
without practical result. He has given more 
force and enthusiasm to the movement than it 
ever had before, and he announces his inten- 
tion to continue “to fight it out on this line.”’ 
The most hopeful view that disregards theo- 
retical morality and looks only to practical! re- 
form anticipates from this agitation, not a de- 
struction of the liquor traffic in the district, 
but a regulation of it which will eliminate the 
worst features which now disgrace it, and will 
bring it firmly within the control ofa high 
license law.

IN AID OF MRS. HANCOCK. 


George W. Childs Starts a Subscription tor 
the General's Widow. 

PHILADELPHIA, Febrmary 11.—As soon as it 
became known that General Hancock had no 
adequate fortune to leave his widow, a move- 
ment was at once set on foot to raise a fund 
for her benefit. This fund has been started 
by a gift of 51,000 each by A. J. Drexel and 
George W. Childs, and gifts have been coupled 
with a promise of “more if necessary.” ‘The 
Ledger will tomorrow contain the following 
editorial article on the subject : 

The movement to raise a fund for the widow of 
General Hancock took form as soon as the sug- 
gestion from Philadeiphia, to which we referred 
yesterday, reached his friendsimyNew York city, 
The circular was prepared and issued without de- 
lay, over the signaturee of Generaliames B. Fry, 
r. L. Crittenden, Wm, F. Smith aad W. W. Burns, 
in which they state: “Liberal amd patriotic citi- 
zeng have suggested to the intimate friends of 
General Hancock and his widow that a fand be 
raised for the benefit of his family. We, therefore, 
knowing General Hancock's circumstances ‘and 
the Crafts upon his pay, by endless charities to 
which he responded, especially those resulting 
ircm Civil. war, earnestly commend the sugges- 
tions. rhe language of the circular just quoted 
puts the Case in very moderate terms. The appeal 
may be plac®@d upon much stronger grounds, and 
has been so put in a letter to Mr. Childs from James 
B. Fry, one of the signers of the foregoing cireu- 
lar. ‘*You will observe,”’ writes General Fry, ‘that 
the statement upon the subscription list is general 
in itsterms. I may say to you that the facts as to 
General Hancock's financial aflairs would justify 
stronger language than we used. While he was 
economical in a}! things, the demands that pressed 
upon him for aiding destitute followersand old 
soldiers were so constant and heavy that in spite 
of all he could do, he _ fell _be- 
hind. The salary of his lewest clerk 
would meet all that he and Mrs. Hancock spent on 
themselves. All the rest of their income went for 
the good of others who needed it. I need not point 
out to you the goodness of heart that is the cause of 
the present poverty of General Hancock's widow.”’ 
No words are needed to add either force or dignity 
to that statement, made with a soldier's directness 
and force of plain truth. We trust that the appeal 
made in such simple terms, and backed with such 
a force of generous fact, may receive a hearty re- 
sy onse, as in the case of General Hancock's illus- 
trivus Comrades, 

THE FUND IN NEW YORK. 

Niw YORK, February 11.—Genera! Hancock 
bas leit his family without means. He died 
poor, aud the fact being known to his friends 
and comrades, a subscription fund has been 
started for the widow. The plan was origi- 
nated by ex-Police Commissioner, General W. 
F. (Baldy) Smith, General J. B. Fry, Wa. 
Rurns and T, L. Crittendon. J. Pierrepont Mor- 
gan is the treasurer of fund. Already fund has 
begun its growth, these sums having been sign- 
ed: Samuel J. Tilden, (head of the list.) $1,000, 
Wm. R. Grace $500, W. B. Brown 3250, 
John D. Cremmins $250. The subscription 
paper reads’ thus in the opening: 

“Another great man has died poor. Another 
noble woman has been left with meagre support, 
though she shared the fortunes of her husband and 
did her full part in making his fame. Liberal and 
patriotic citizens have suggested to the intimate 
friends of General Hancock and his widow, thata 
fund be raised for the benefit of his family. We,

Loxvon, February 11.—Three hundred un-° 
employed workingmen called on the lord 
mayor today to urge upon him the » 
of doing something to relieve the distress - 
amonggbhe unemployed of London. The lord 
mayor courteously received the deputation, 
and promised to personally assist the distress- 
ed people so far as his means would permit 
him. He added thatthe lord mayor's fund 
for the relief of the distressed poor of the city, 
which bad been started on Tuesday, already 
amounted to 6,000 pounds. 

Six hundred police recruits have been en- 
geged by the government for service in Lon- 
don. The new men will go on duty at once, 
ard while waiting for their uniforms, will wear 
plain clothes, with distinguishing badge on 
left arm. The Socialist Murray, who 
carried the red flag in Monday's pre- 
cession, bas been arrested. He 
will be tried on the charge of inciting the mob 
at Hyde park. The crown lawyers have ad- 
vised the government that conviction can prob- 
ably be obtained of a socialist leader who took 
part in the mob proceedings of Monday. Con- 
viction would entail a sentence of two years 
penal servitude. ‘The mass meeting of theun- 
employed of the southeastern part of Londam 
has been postponed until Saturday. ; 

The police of Birmingham profess to enter- 
tain fears that a socialistic meeting, which 
is to be held Monday next, will be attended 
with rioting. They are taking all needful 
precautions. It is said that Burns and Lynd- 
man, the London socialists who managed the 
Trafalgar square meeting on Monday last, will 
speak here Monday next. A number of un- 
employed workmen paraded today. 

No disturbancés are reported in any part of 
London tonight. Public confidence is reas- 
sured. The government has caused circulars 
to be sent to the officials throughout the coun- 
thy inquiring into the extent of the distress 
existing among the working people out of em- 
ployment, and inviting suggestions as to the 
be st measures for the relief of the sufferers. 

The movement for the relief of unemployed 
workingmen, stimulated§ by the success in 
London, is spreading to the provinces. Two 
thousand rations and a large quantity of 
clothing are distributed in Glasgow 
daily. That the existence of distress is owing 
to the severity of the winter, is undisputed. 

The hosiery operatives at Leicester are out 
onastrike. They are parading the streets 
snd smashing the factory windows. The 
police are endeavoring to disperse them, and 
are meeting with some personal 
violence. Later dispatches say the 
police charged upon the strikers, 
but were unable to disperse them Four ar- 
rests were made. Placards have been posted 
in Birmingham calling a mecting of the unem- 
ployed workingmen tor Monday next. 
The placards are headed: “Come, 
you thousands. Why § starye amidst 
pleny. Justice to the starving 
poor.” A large meeting of unemployed work- 
men was held at Norwich last night for the 
purpose of urging the authorites to give to the 
unemployed laborers and mechanics work on 
the new barracks, schools and jails, instead of 
employing convicts. The meeting was order- 
ly. Similar meetings were held at Jarrow and 
elsewhere. 
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A LONDON SCANDAL. 


Strange Compact Between a Husband and 
Wife and its Consequences. 


LONDON, February 11.—An inquest was held 
today in the case of a Mr. Bartlett, a merchant 
of Pimlico, who, it is alleged, was killed by 
chloroform administered by his wife,who wish- 
ed to marry the Rev. Mr. Dyson, a Wesleyan 
minister. A statement by Mrs. Bartlett was 
reud at the inquest by her physician. She was 
sixteen years of age when she was married to 
Bartlett. They made a compact to live togeth- 
er merely as loving friends. This agreement 
was adhered to forsix years, when the hus- 
hand began to encourage her affection for the 
Rev. Mr. Dyson. 

Recently Bartlett began to manifest renewed 
affection for bis wife, but she, feeling it to be 
her duty to the minister to resist her husband’s 
advances, appealed to him to desist, as he had 
sflianced her to Mr. Dyson. The appeal had 
only a temporary effect, so she resolved to pro- 
tect berself from her husband by waving 
ch!oroform in front of his face. 

Un the night before Mr. Bartlett's death, as 
he was going to bed, his wife produced a bottie 
of chloroform, which he took from her. Upon 
awaking in the night Mrs. Bartlett found her 
husband lying dead by her side. The affair 
bas created an intense sensation and is regard- 
ed as likely to culminate in one of the most 
preminent causes celebres in thecriminal his- 
tory of this country. 


“A Peculiar Act of Justice.” 


Paris, February 11.—In the chamber of 
deputies today, M. Basly, the new working- 
man deputy, defended the striking iron miners 
at Decazeville for breaking into the residence 
of Superintendent Watrain, and tramping him 
to death. Basly spoke with great violence. 
He delivered a socialistic harangue, dwelling 
on the hardships which the miners were forced 
to endure, and declared that, under all the cir- 
cumstances of the case, the killing of Watrain 
was “a peculiar act of justice.” The president 
of the chamber repeatedly called Basly to 
order, without, however, tempering his 
languge.

A Point of Law. 

MACON, Ga., February 11.—[Special.]—Ex- 
Mayor W. A. Huff was summed .to appear be- 
fore the recorder this morning ona charge of 
violating the license ordinance. When the 
ease was called Mr: Huff informed the judge 
that he had never been called upon to pay any 
license whatever, but ifthe clerk would tell 
bim what proportion of the $15,000 heense and 
business tax fell to his share, he was ready 
to pay it. The recorder asked the clerk what 
Mr. Huff's license was. The clerk replied that 
he’proposed to charge Mr. Huff $50, when he 
-got ready to callon him. Mr. Huff asked if 
that was his proportionate share, and the 
clerk replied that it was impossible 
to tell whether or notit was. The pointatissue 
is the funding act passed in 1879, which was a 
virtnal compromise between the various local 
factions. ‘This act, which was intended to 
create $750,000 new bonds, with which to take 
upthe indebtedness of the city, contained a 
section which read as follows, and was printed 
on the back of every new bond: “Section 15: 
The terms of this act shall constitute an invio- 
lable contract between the mayor and city 
council of the city of Macon, and every pur- 
chaser or holderof any bond authorized and 
issued by and under this act.”

The fitful 
flames now and then seemed to leap heaven- 
ward; while the playful breezes occasionally 
caused them to assume the most fanciful and 
varied shapes. The “Kong Carl’ scudded 
lightly and gaily past this scene of grandeur, 
but says Captain Hansen I am now firmly con- 
vinced that imagination cannot picture any- 
thing sosublimely beautiful as the spectacle 
presented by a burning ship at night on the 
dreary ocean,

MURDER IN TOCCOA. 


THE EFODY OF A CHILD DEVOURED 
BY HOGS. 


7 
‘The Terrible Scene Which Met the Gaze of an 
Early Morning Riser-The Bloody Murder 
Which Had Taken Place the Night 
Before — Crime and Casualty. 


Tovcoa, Ga,, February 11.—({Special.]—A 
murder, which for fiendishness, and the mys- 
tery which surrounds its commission, has no 
precedent in this part of Georgia, was com- 
mitted in this city some time during last night. 

In the northeast part of the town stands a 


 eolored Methodist church. Near by there is an 


abandoned building which, for several months, 
has been a resort of negro gamblers, who spend 
the nights there in revelry. All around are 
the cabins of negroes. When one of these 
colored men went out this morning, he ob- 
served near the church, a hog gnawing on a 
round object, 
1T WAS A HUMAN HEAD, 

Going closer, he was horrified to see that it 
was a human head, and that the hog had eaten 
the greater part ofthe fleshy substance; that 
the skuJl was crushed in and the brain ex- 
posed, and the hog was pulling vigorously at 
the scalp. Observing the negro’s approach, 
the hog picked up the head in 
its mouth, and ran, the ne- 
gro giving close pursuit until he 
ran the animal down. By this time others 
had been attracted to the scene, and the lace- 
rated head was decided to be that of Alexan- 
der Mauldin, a white boy of thirteen, who had 
been missing from home during the night. His 
mother had sent him onan errand to pay a 
debt, and upon his failing to return, concluded 
that he was staying with some of his friends. 

THE BODY FOUND. 

sut the body was yet missing. Parties went 
at once in search of it. They at last found it 
in a clump of bushes near the abandoned 
house, fairly riddled with. bullets, as was also 
the bushes, showing that a fusilade must have 
been opened upqn him by some of the vagrants 
who happened to bein the house. His pockets 
were empty, and some of his clothing was 
missing, showing that he was robbed as well 
as murdered. All around were the evidences 
of a bloody struggle. 

EATEN BS 

The question as to how the head came to be 
severed fromthe body was soon solved. The 
neck was not cut, but gnawed throvgh, show- 
ing that the hog began at that point, and hav- 
ing secured the head, ran off with it to the 
point where the negro found it. 

THE CORONERS WORK, 

Coroner Edmunds was at once notified, and 
a jury was summoned, aided by Dr. Jeff Davis. 
The bloody head was placed upon a table be 
side the body. The investigation disclosed 
that one shot had entered the back between 
the seventh and eighth ribs, about two inches 
tothe left of the back bone, passing forward 
and to the right through the root of the left 
lung and a portion of the liver, and lodging 
just under the skin belowthe breast bone. 
Another had entered higher up, which, Dr. 
Davis says, doubtless went through his 
heart from the direction of the other, 
but this is not certain, as the upper ribs, 
collar bone and heart had all been eaten by 
hogs during the night. One shot passed 
through the right arm. The boy’s head, neck 
andthe upper part of his breast being all 
gone.

The jury will continue its investigation 
until the truth is brought out. There are whis- 
pers tonight of horrible revelations in regard 
to the crime, which will be further developed 
tomorrow.

A MODEST OLD STRUCTURE THAT 
WOULD NOT BE ERECTED TODAY 


How it is Furnished and What is Done Thersin— 

Ways of Different Occupants and Theories 

of Visitors What it Costs to Run a 
Presidential Mansion, Ete., Ete. 

The executive mansion, popularly known as 
the ‘white house,” Was erected in the days of 
‘Jeffersonian simplicity,” and while it was 
then considered & magnificent affair, adapted 
tothe needs of future greatness, it is today 
considered scarcely a suitable “‘palace” for the 
executive of sixty millions of people, ranking 
amongthe first nations of the earth. Sur- 
rounded by beautiful grounds—a plat of twen- 
ty ac:es—itappears like a fine old country 
seat. Aside from its modest appearance and 
limited capacity, the structure is crumbling 
awey from old age. During the past twenty 
years the amounts expended in repairs, 
refurnishing, redecorating, etc., run well 
up into the hundred thousands, 
so that the interior presents an aspect

of mcdern splendor. The situation of the 
mansion could not be more beautiful. The 
grounds are filled with ‘flowerbeds and well 
kept lawns and adorned with marble foun- 
tains. The rear or south front looking out over 
a gradualsily sloping plain extendingto the 
river bank, opening a far-reaching prospect 
of the placid Potomac and the blue hills of 
Virginia, Stately oaks, sycamores and poplars 
give the grounds in summer a_ most 
beautiful sylvan appearauce and the official 
mansion is then almost $hid- 
den by expansive foliage. In the sum- 
mer afternoons, when the famons Marine 
band gives concerts in these grounds, throngs 
of people come to listen to them and frequent- 
ly the occupants of the white house enjoy the 
brilliant scene from the south porch. It was 
Carter Harrison’s humorous picture of the de- 
lights democrats would experience when their 
turn came to “cock their feet on the balus- 
trades and listen to the music” that saved these 
concerts to future generations and the Marine 
band from strangulation in the 44th congress, 
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cents were Monroe, Buchanan and Arthur, 
aud the least particular on these points were 
Jefferson and Jacksop, while the most 
frugal of all ovr chief magis- 
trates was  .President Lucy Hayes. 
Jefferson was noted for his exalted ideas of 
equality and entirely discarded the ‘“aristo- 
cratic foppery,” as he called it, of official life, 
and set himself the pleasant task of making 
all callers at the mansion “perfectly at home.” 
Jackson opened the doors of the white house 
to everybody, and visitors of all sorts poured 
im and roamed about the rooms at will. The 
hearty old soldier disliked ceremony quite as 
much as Jefferson, and saw no reason why the 
presidential abode should be hedged about 
with formal etiquette. He went about the 
house and grounds smoking an old 
and, as may be supposed, 
his example led others to avail them- 
selves of the privilege of smoking, even in the 
state parlors. He called his friends by their 
Christian names, sla people on the back 
familiarly and eal say “by the eternal” 
whenever he wished to emphasize a sentence. 
His hospitality was so bountiful that the pro- 
ceeds of bis “Hermitage’’ farm in Tennessee 
had to be used to pay the expenses of his en- 
tertainments: in which he was not so prudent 
as the late President Hayes, -who is said to 
have “laid up” the wherewithall to pay off a 
mortgage on hisOhio farm while occupying 
the white house. 

Many people unacquainted with the public 
affairs regard the executive mansion as simply 
the place where the president sleeps, dines and 
receives his visitors; but, as a matter of fact, it 
is about as much of a_ business institution as 
any of the government departments. A force 
of nine clerks find employment here in an- 
swering, filing and referring the enormous 
pile of correspondence received, recording 
appoin ‘ments, etc., and they are a busier lot of 
clerks than will be foundin any other public 
office. Every morning the private secretary 
sorts over the bag of mail received, selects the 
letters which is necessary for the president to 
see, and turns the others overto the clerks 
whose uy | it is to answer and file or destroy 
them. A large portion of these letters relate 
to affairs of the various departments, 
and they have to be indorsed over to the proper 
official. President Arthur kept a clerk 
who took§ charge ofall the hundreds of news- 
papers received at the mansion, and cut out 
and placed in a scrapbook kept for that pur- 
pose all the good, bad fand indifferent things 
said of his administration. This book was 
laid before the president every morning fer 
his information. But [President Cleveland 
dispensed with the services of 
the scrap-book clerk when he 
came to the white house. Still it would hardly 
be safe to assertthat he don’t know what the 
papers say. It is the duty of one set of clerks 
to keep a complete record of all appointments, 
the confirmations and rejections by the senate, 
and the removals from office, so that the his- 
tory of every case can be readily ascertained 
from the record -books. Up to the present 
time President Cleveland has made 1,280 ap- 
pointments, which has involved a good deal of 
labor, yet there are patriots who would like to 


see him and his assistants work a good deal

when rigid economy was the slogan of the 
democratic majority. 

The corner-stone of the white house was laid 
with Masonic rites and ceremonies, on the 13th 
of October, 1792, and the structure is, there- 
fore, nearly one hundred yearsold. President 
Washington and a large concourse of people 
witnessed the important event. The building 
was completed in 1799, at a total cost $331,207, 
and after the interior was partially burned by 
the British troops in 1814, a further expendi- 
ture of +300,000 was required in reconstruction 
and refurnishing. The architect of the build- 
ing was a young man named Hoban, who won 
the prize of 3500 offered by the commissioners 
for the best design, and who was subsequently 
employed to superintend the construc- 
tion at a salary of one  hun- 
dred guineas per year. The design is in close 
resemblance to that of the palace of the duke 
of Leinster, in Dublin, which the architect 
bad seen, and followed. Itis ofthe Grecian 
order of architecture, has two stories and a 
basement, and is surmounted by a wide bal- 
ustrade. Atthe main entrance is a grand 
portico of Ionic columns and at the rear a 
semi-circular colonnade. The material used 
in construction was Virginia freestone, paint- 
ed white. Adjoining the house on the west 
is a eonservatory, containing a choice and va- 
ried collection of plants and exotics. ° 

The famous rooms of the white house are 
the east room, the red, blue and green rooms, 
the library and statedining room. The east 
room was originally the “banquet hall” but 
is now oue of the public reception rooms. It 
is the largest apartment in the house, being 
forty by eighty feet, with lofty ceilings and 
magnificent appointments. Three massive 
crystal chandeliers haug down from the 
three profusely decorated panels of the ceil- 
ing, and eight long, beautiful mirrors, sup- 
ported on carved mantles in white and gold, 
are placed on the four sides of the room. The 
carpet, hangings and upholstery are exceeding- 
ly rich and céstly. Full length paintings of 
General and .Martha Washington hang 
upon the walls. When evening receptions are 
given by the president the room is fragrant 
and beautiful with flowers, and when thus 
adorned under a full flood of gas-light, with 
the added effect of beautiful women in even- 
ing toilets, it presents a scene rarely equaled 
in brilliancy. he green, blue and red rooms 
are named from the colors of their decorations 
and hangings, and all belong to the suite of re- 
ception rooms. The president receives his 
guests in the blue reom, which is © :e center of 
the suite and oval-shaped. It the most 
richly and tastefully embellishe¢ 0m of the 
four. The red room is th. president's 
evening room. It is furnished and arranged 
as a family parlor, has books and bric- 
a-brac, a mahogany table over one hun- 
dred years old, and presentsa cheerful, cosy 
appearance. A fine portrait of Lincoln haugs 

above the mantel. The state dining-room, in 
which the president gives ceremonious dia- 
ners during the winter to the members of the 
cabinet, senators and representatives, the jus- 
tices of the supreme court, the diplomatic 
corps, and other distinguished personages, is 
at the western end of the corridor. It is mag- 
nificently furnished, and at its table over fifty 
persons can dine. When state dinners are 
given, the whitehouse is brilliant with lights 
and flowers, with court costumes and splendid 
toilets, with fair women and stately men. The 
table is set with the sumptuous state china, on 
which is finely depicted the fauna and flora 
of America, and with masses of silver and 
delicately cut glass. In the cabinet room, 
which is ious and well arranged for the 
urpose, the president meets the members of 
is cabinet every Thursday and Friday at 
noon, and around a long mabogany table cov- 
ered with books and documents they discuss 
the affairs of state.

The regular reception hours are 
from 10a. m. to 1 p. m. on Wednesdays,Thurs- 
days and Saturdays. Colonel Lamont, the 
presdent’s private secretary, is a young man of 
remarkable qualifications for the place. He 
made himself so indispensible to Mr. Cleveland 
at Albany by his acquaintance with politicians, 
quickness in understanding men and their pur- 
poses, and his great tact in conducting the 
affairs of the ante-chamber, that when the 
governor was about to become president, he 
concluded that he could not get along with- 
out “Dan.” At first the latter was distin- 
clined to come to Washington, and the presi- 
dent elect said to him one day: ‘‘Well, Dan, if 
you don’t goI won’t, and that’s all there is 
about it.” So‘‘Dan’’came. Mr. Lamont joins 
the president when the thousands of govern- 
ment clerks are hurrying to their desksat nine 
in the morning. He is with him foran hour, 
disposing of the morning mail. The rest of 
the day is given up mainiy to the reception of 
business visitors, who can communictae their 
affairs through Mr. Lamont, or secur?, by his 
powerful intervention, the favor of a special 
interview with the president himself. Late in 
the afternoon they ride out together. Their re- 
Jations are‘to-day precisely what they w it 
Albany.

The cost of maintaining the presidential es- 
tablishment is about $35,000 per year, exclu- 
sive of the president’s salary of $50,009. The 
private secretary receives $3,250 and his first 
assistant $2,250. Two executive clerks have 
$2,000 and the other clerks with the stenogra- 
pher, steward, ushers, messengers, doorkeepers 
and watchmen, aggregate something like $27,- 
0CO. In addition there is an allowance of 
28,000 for contingent expenses, $15,009 for 
lighting the house and grounds, $5,500 for the 
care of the conservatory and $25,000 for other 
When Jefferson was president he 
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made his tours about the eity on foot, or upon 
the back of a sedate, slow going horse, but in 
our times the president maintaias a fine stable 
of costly horses.

THE CHINESE RIOTS. 


©uiet Prevails in Seattle, Owing tothe Pres- 
: ence of Troops. 

SEATTLE, W. T., February 11.—A quiet feel- 
ing prevailed inthis city today. ‘Troops are 
patrolling the streets, but there has been no 
collision between them and the rioters. The 
mob has dispersed, but it is thought it would 
reassemble within an hour if the troops were 
withdrawn. Martial law continues, and halfa 
dozen of the prominent agitators have been 
arrested and are confined in jai]. Among the 
prisoners is the chief officer of Knights of La- 
bor organization in this city. 

PoRTLAND, Oregon, February 11.—-It is fear- 
ed that on Saturday or Sunday next there 
will be trouble similar to that which occurred 
at Seattle this week. If any trouble occo®rs 
here it will probably beon a much larger scale 
than that in Washington territory. At a re- 
cent large meeting here of the anti-Chinese 
organizations, it was voted as the sense of the 
meeting, “That unless intelligent action be 
immediately taken by the United States on 
the Chinese question, the destruction of lifeand 
property will be the inevitable result. There 
are thousands of our wage workers out of 
employment, with no prospect in the future 
of securing work whereby to earn bread for 
themselves and families, and they, realizing 
thataumnder the present state of affairs, their 
condition cannot be made wrose. A congress 
wasthen ordered, and this congress will con- 
vene here on Saturday morning.” Ordinarily 
there would very little in 
such convention to excite alarm 

but last Tuesday eyening B. G. Haskell, who 
styles himself “organizer of the international 
workmen’s association and delegate from the 
confederated trades and labor organization of 
California, Arizona and Nevada,” arrived

THEY CAUSE A SERIOUS AND AL-

Mr. Charles Brown, the Soda Water Manufacturer, 
is Thrown From His Wagon and Seriously 
Hurt-—The Accident Caused by a Line 
of Gates Across Luckie Street. 


Mr. Chas. Brown, the soda water manufac- 
turer, was seriously and probably fatally injur- 
ed yesterday morning about five o'clock. 

Mr. Brcwn’s injuries are due to mischievous 
work of some thoughtless boys. 

For some time past, boys have been amusing 
themselves along Forsyth, Luckie and Walton 
streets, at night, by removing, hidingand 
changing yard gates. Night before last 
they moved quitea number of gates, and then, 
before abandoning their work, fixed a plan 
which came near resulting in Mr. Brown’s in- 
stant death. Several gates were tied together 
and placed across Luckie street, between For- 
syth and Spring streets, in such a manner as to 
blockade the street. The gates were set on 
end and made a substantial fence. 

Mr. Brown, though advanced in years, give: 
his business personal attention. He delivers 
his soda water to his patrons early every 
morning and goes with the wagon on eacl 
trip. Yesterday morning Mr. Brown left 
home with one of his wagons about half past 
four o'clock. The wagon was drawn by a 
mule and a negro man was driving. 
Mr. Brown occupied a seat beside the driver, 
and as the wagon moved up Luckie street the 
old gentleman had no idea that he was soon to 
fall a victim to the prank of some heartless 
boys. The mule moved along all right 
until he reached the gates strung 
across the street, then he _— stopped. 
Neither Mr. Brown or the driver could see the 
gates, and not knowing what had stopped the 
mule the driver used the whip. When the 
lash struck the mule he sprang against 
the gates with such force that they fell, and in 
an instant the mule was upon them. 
The noise made by the falling 
gates freightened the mule and he started to 
run. Inx second the wagon was on the gates 
and in another it upset. Mr. Brown and the 
driver were thrown to the ground with great 
force. The Wagon was broken to pieces and 
with the front wheels the mule dashed down 
Luckie street into Peachtree where he was 
stopped. 

The driver, though considerably bruised, 
Wrs soon upon his feet. Mr, brown, however, 
was unconscious. The driver obtained help 
and removed§jMr.

Aa 
examination showed that his collar bone was 
broken and that his shoulder was dislocated.

ADJOURNS. 


The Exdowment Fund Questica Settled—Atlan‘a’s 
Chance fcr the Orphan Aspylum—Resolutions 
of Thanks Adopted by the Covention— 

Last Night at Concordia Hall. 


District grand lodge Nw. 5., 1.0. B. B., closed 
its session yesterday evening at 7 o’clock. 

This convention has been in session in this 
city for three days past, and in thattime have 
accomplished a great deal of work planned for 
the future, had plenty eat, something to 
drink, a large banquet, a ball, and lots of fun 
generally. 

The session yesterday morning was devoted 
to discussing the endowment fand and board 
of trustees, the same qustion which occupied 
the time of the convention all Wednesday 
afternoon. As was stated yesterday, it had 
been decided that the first endowment fund of 
S*0,000 be centralized and converted into 
United States bonds. Yesterday the conven- 
tion elected the following board of trustees for 
the poper management and investme:t of 

THE ENDOWMENT FUND: 

M.I. Ash, Sol Priess, S. Salabes, of Mary- 
land. A. Rice, H. Strauss, Jistrict of Colum- 
bia. «J. Hecht, A. Whitlock. of Virginia. H. 
Whitlock, of North Carolina. M. Furchgott, 
of South Carolina. John J. Cohen, A. Danen- 
burg, of Georgia. 

The beard is organized as follows: W. I. 
Ash, Baltimore, chairmau : J. Hecht, Norfolk, 
Va., vice chairman; 8.8. Nyburg, Baltimore, 
secretary and treasurer. meen 

A majority of the trustees shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. No 
trustee shall be qualified to serve in that ca- 
pacity until he shall have given a bond in the 
sum of two thousand dollars, to ba approved by 
the district grand lodge or the general com- 
mittee. No member of the order shall be ac- 
cepte dasa bondsman on the bonds of the trus- 
tees or treasurer. 

THE ORPHAN ASYLUM. 

It is likely thatthe orphan asylum of the 
fifth district of B'nai Brith will be estadlished 
in Atlanta and built at a cost of one hundred 
thousand dollars. 

The B'nai B’rith isa purely benevolent He 
brew organization. It has nine districts in the 
world, and in each district it maintains an or- 
phan asylum. Ten years agoin Atlantathe 
grand lodge of the fifth district comprised of 
Maryland D. C., North, and South, Carolina, 
Georgia, and Florida, organized an orphan 
asylum fund, which now amounts to about 
thirty thousand dollars. Before the meeting 
of the present grand lodge, the members of At- 
lanta determined to try and get the orphan 
asylum established here. A purse of about 


to 


TWENTY THOUSAND DOLLARS 
was raised in a days canvass among 
the Hebrews. and this was tendered 


the grand lodge. The matter was discussed 
generally at the banquet, at the hotel, and in 
session. It developed that Richmond, Wash- 
ington and Baltimore were contesting with 
Atlanta forthe asylum. It soon became plain 
that Atlanta had the call on them all, and if a 
vote was reached would get the asylum by a 
rousing majority. The friends of the other 
cities sought for delay, and to prevent the vote 
being taken a committee, with Mr. Emile 
Newnan, of Savannah, a most capable gentle- 
man, as chairman, was appointed to report on 
the whole matter. 

His report was presented yesterday morn- 
ipg, and was received withapplause. It pro- 
vided that cach city that wanted the asylum 
should make proposition to the grand lodge for 
its establishment. After considerable debate a 
committee of conference was proposed. While 
it was plain allthe time that Atlanta couid 
have carried the convention by forcing the is- 


sue, she was disposed to yield anything to 
harmony and tothe good of the enterprise. 
The conference committee then submitted a 


report,which provided in substance. 

First, that the orphan asylum should he es- 
tablished when 

FIFTY THOUSAND DOLLARS 

had been raised outside of the sinking fund. 

second. That the asyIlun should be estab- 
lished in the city of Atlanta, or Richmond, or 
Washington. 

Third. That the location shod be decided 


on January Ist, 1557. 


Fourth. The city of the three named which 
offers the best proposition shall vet the 
asylum. 


Mr. Newman in @ happy and graceful speech 
stated that his committee favored the adoption 
of the conference report. Senator Lovenstein 
spoke in favor of its adoption and said: “While 
I am a devoted son of Richmond I am satisfied 
as well as if the asylum was already establish- 


ed, that Atlanta will .ultimately get it, 
still I am glad that my city will have 
an opportunity of saying what she 


will do, even if we do so with a certainly that 
Atlanta will out bidus.” Mr. Simon Wolf 
spoke jn favor of thé report, as did Mr. L. €, 
Levy and others. It was finally adopted by a 
vote of sixty toone. The opposing member 
was Mr. Rice, of the Washington delegation. 
Attempts were made to get him to withdraw 
his vote, but he persistently 
REFUSED TO bo SO. 

The matter will be decided by the board of 
control under the terms of the report on Jan- 
uary Ist, 1887. 

A few matters of minor importance were 
disposed of. and the convention adjourned af- 
ter adopting resolutions tendgging the thanks 
of the Grand lodge to the Gate ‘ity lodge, and 
to its president, Dr. L. E. Borchein, for the 
many courtesies shown; to the lodge and citi- 
zens for their kind reception and hospitable 
entertainment; to the press of the citv for 
favors extended; to the Kimball house proprie- 
tors for their kindness and attention, and to 
each and al] for their untiring efforts to please 
and in every way add to the pleasure and com- 
fort of the delegates and their ladies, 

Last night the delegates were entertained at 
the parlors of Concordia hall, where refresh- 
ments were served, till a late hour. 


THE HILL STATUE. 


To Stand Covered with Cloth Until the Day 
for the Unveiling. 

The statue of the late Senator B. H. Hill is 
in position.
